TO DESIGN CLASS| But Score Is Tie 


OPENS COURSE WITH TEST 


Other Applicants May Take Test 
On Payment Of Small 
Fee 


With late developments in educa- 
tion, students are given many kinds 
of tests to determine their ratings in 
a particular field in relation to the 
mean or average ranking for this 
field. College entrance examinations, 
I. Q. tests—all are of this type. Now 
we have test which determines your 
rating as an art critic. 

During the past week, Miss Mutz, 
head of the art department of The 
Stout Institute, has been giving this 
test, which is known as the Mc Adory 
art test, to her Freshman classes in 
Drawing and Design. This is the 
first time the test has been given at 
the beginning of art study in The 
Stout Institute; it has been used 
previously only as a test following 
art study. 


The test, which was compiled as 


a doctor’s thesis by Margaret 
McAdory at the Teacher’s College, 
Columbia University, ccnsists of 


seventy-two plates, each presenting 
four illustrations of the same subject 
treated in four different ways. The 
illustrations include furniture and 
utensils, textiles and clothing, archi- 
tecture, painting, and other graphic 
arts. 


Written in the form of multiple- 
enoice, the test req@ivcs that each 
examinee make not only a first choice 
among the four illustrations, but a 
second, third, and fourth as well. The 
test has no fixed time limit, but usu- 
ally requires about an hour and a 
half for completion. 

Dr. Mc Adory has established the 
following means which determine the 
examinee’s present level of achieve- 
Sixth Grade Children, 115 
correct placements; College fresh- 
men, 160 correct placements; College 
senior, 180 correct placements; 
Competent critics, 200 correct place- 
ments. There are 288 possible place- 
ments in all. 

As given to a group of sixty-five 
girls, most of whom are classed as 
freshmen, the test shows the follow- 
ing results: competent critics, 3; 
college seniors, 16; college freshmen, 
26; within ten points below fresh- 
men, 15; Junior High School, 5.

FRANK PEDAGOGY 


President Glenn Frank of the University of Wisconsin is writing 
a series of articles for The Daily Cardinal concerning the laws tate 
he deems fundamental to modern education. The laws which he has 
thus far treated include a group of five, which do not appear to be 
in advance of the times, nor yet plain communistic. 


President Frank is called everything trom saint, but 
is nevertheless very human. As a young man, when editor of the 
Century magazine, he was inclined to appear in che van ob the 
modernists. He with H. L. Menken, and a few others, did much to 
laugh down strawmen and bogies of a generation ago. 


His reward for liberal mindedness was his appointment to the 
presidency of the University. Wisconsin was then considered a

state university president was in keeping with its policies. 


his appointment, notably in the: last election, the ery 
element of the state has viewed his tendencies with alarm. He 
has been blamed in several instances for corrupting the youth ot 
this fair state. 

“The new education seeks to give the student more guidance, 
but it refuses to standardize its program on the assumption that 
all students are alike, for it knows that all students are different, 
the able president writes. You will probably not see anything in 
that statement that is far in advance of the pedagogy of your own 
college. As for the laws mentioned above, they will follow below 
and you may judge for yourselves. | 


1. We learn by action rather than by absorption. 

2. Learning is specific rather than general. 

3. The best things to study at any given time are things that 
are most important to our life and work at that particular 
period. | 

4. The best time to study anything is when we fully realize 
that we need to learn it. 

5. Students are not alike. 


It was the style of President Frank to give out one law in 
‘each brief article and expand upon it. It is notable that the laws 
are not written for teachers in training but for students who, by 
and large, will not be teachers. He wrote his article for the benefht 
of his students. 

Ye editor recalls having heard things that sounded very simi- 
‘lar to our state university president’s laws while taking courses 
an education at this college. “The New Education”, Glenn Frank 
calls it. Well, it’s very true: a pretty snappy body could be hung 
‘on that chassis. Particularly in these times, those laws give the 
‘teacher something to think about. But it is more especially the 
-student who can think them through to the end who will profit. 


“LET’S STEP OUT” 


We are only human, and, because of that characteristic, shun 
all cutting criticism. It seems to scrape against the grain of our 
mental and physical track of predestined procedure. Like a dam 
‘in the river attempting to change the flow of the current to a new 
bed, new opporunities, and greater utility, it stems the aimless surge 


ulsive energy. Rivers, however, find new and shorter routes 


of im fhe 
P and winding; 


to the sea when the old bed becomes too shallow 
human beings often continue in the same old beaten path of their 


forefathers. 

At Stout, we have this very problem of buried initiative, of lack 
of the pioneering spirit in all our student functions. “As our pre- 
decessors acted, so shall we act” is the keynote of our whole social 
‘set-up. As our predecessors huddled in the northeast corner of the 
gym at every dance, so do we; as our predecessors presented and 
managed social activity, so shall we; and so on into all our activities. 
“As our predecessors succeeded, so shall we”, but should we never 
desire to succeed even better than the pathfinders? What we need 
and what the country needs is that individuality and frontier spirit 
that we claim to have. If we have it, let’s step out and use it! 

Dr. Cloyd H. Marion, president of the Ge rge Washington

“Like mindedness is the curse of our social and economic life. 
While Americans talk much of courage and brag about individual- 


ism, we are foolishly weak and desire, perhaps more than any other

Honor Nelson For 
Fifty Years’ Service 


“Fifty years ago, at nine o’clock 
on October 13, a fifteen-year old lad 
began his career as a_ factor in 
American education. That boy is 
now President Burton E. Nelson,’ 
Dean Bowman said in assembly, 
Thursday, in honor the fiftieth an- 
miversary of President Nelson’s 
scholastic service. 

After thanking the cafeteria ana 
the faculty for a “birthday” cake 
and roses with which they had shown 
their esteem for him, President 
Nelson told the student body of this 
first teaching position: 

“Jt was in a small country school 


in the foothills of the Allegheny 
Mountains in Pennsylvania, fifty, 
years ago, that a fifteen-year-old 


teacher addressed his first class. I 
had forty-six pupils in a square 
box-type school with seven windows 
and a door. Some of the pupils 
were twenty years old. At the be- 
ginning of the session, the older 
_ people shook their heads and said, 
‘That young blood will last just 
about two weeks’—but we managed 
to finish the year. That was my in- 
troduction to the educational sys- 
tem of America as a teacher.” 

For fifty years President Nelson 
has carried on his work of educat- 
ing future citizens with but a few 
stops in which to continue getting 
his degree. During those years, he 
has continued as a pioneer in in- 
dustrial gene

“I started flying to please my hus- 
band, — but I’m flying now to please 
myself,” said Blanche Noyes, with 
a mischievous flash of humor, in con- 
cluding her Assembly address, “Fly- 
ing High”, on Thursday, October 20, 
in the Stout Auditorium. 

The slim, velvet-gowned woman 
with sparking, laughing eyes and a 
dimpled smile was not in accord with 
the average conception of an aviatrix. 
Yet, President Nelson, in introduc- 
ing this pioneer in Women’s flying 
(who seemed little more than a girl), 
had said that she, with her husbana, 
had given John D. Rockefeller, Sr. 
his first and only airplane ride.

WRITER ADVOCATES DATING BUREAUS 


It appears that the dating bureau idea has finally been cloaked 
in seriousness and respectability. In fact, these bureaus appear to 
be gradually gaining in prestige, and are ceasing to be the butts of 
jokes and objects of banter. 


Whether or not Stout needs’a dating bureau is questionable, 
but from general appearances it would seem that we do not. Op- 
portunities for the making of acquaintances of persons of the 
opposite sex are not lacking here. The demand in a small college 
differs from that in a university or large city. The difference lies 
largely in the impersonality of the large institution, as opposed to 
the personal nature of the small. 


Arthur Dean Sec. D., who conducts a column in an Eastern 
paper as “parent counsellor” has written in regard to the subject. 
He strongly favors dating bureaus. He says that he believs he 
should conduct one himself, were he not too busy. 


“While I know little or nothing about the possibilities of 
having clinics for sore hearts, I know of many girls who are eating 
their hearts up because they have no beaus. Nice, intelligent girls 
who are not bad on the eyes. I know of young men who have no 
opportunity to meet girls of the type they like. Young men who are 
capable and ambitious, who do not want gold diggers and do not 
care to pick up girls from the curb.” 

He then cites the adoption of dating bureaus at some of the 
larger institutions, and illustrates the general principles upon 
which they are conducted. Typical of the listings of students, are 
the following instances, he says. 

“Georgia Junior: Brunette, five feet three, easy on the eyes, 
good talker, Dutch treat type.” 

“Josie Co-ed: Blond, five feet two snappy stepper, clever con- 
versationalist, expensive tastes.” 

Sally Sophomore: Red hair, five feet five, looks B minus, 
excellent talker, moderate tastes.” 

Will such bureaus work? Their organizers are faced with the 
same obstacle that balks the perpetual motion machine inventors: 
friction. It does not seem plausible that they can continue over any 
extended period of time.

make her first forced landing; later 
she lost her directions and landed 
in Mexico. outlaw country; again, 
her baggage compartment caught 
fire, a forced landing tores her plane 
wings and ruined the landing gear, 
and after a lucky landing in Pecos, 
Texas, she had to be content with 
make-shift repairs. But in spite of 
these incidents, she kept on and plac- 
ed fourth in an event which did much 
to show that aviation is here to stay. 

During the past year, she ana 
Amelia Earhart, whom she acclaims 
as a lovable, sincere woman, as well 
as a great flyer, have been dem- 
onstrating the autogiro, aviation’s 
latest invention. This machine she 
characterized as a “dodo-bird” be- 
cause it is too slow, its motor has 
a tendency to overheat and _ it 
“bucks” along too much. 


Aviation Called Ageless 

While she considers aviation as a 
important opportunity for men and 
believes that everyone should learn 
to fly a plane, Mrs. Noyes says that 
women should enter the field as a 
sporting, rather than as a commer- 
cial enterprise. She emphatically 
asserts that aviation is ageless; its 


principle requirement is an _ alert, 
quick mind. 
Persevering, resourceful, witty, 


and energetic, Blanche Noyes has the 
unassuming character of the “Lone 
Eagle”; she says “Honest praise is 
pleasant, but to hunt publicity is 
cheap.” And like Charles Lindbergh, 
she too is a pioneer in aviation; her 
contribution has been proving to the 
world that “even a dumb woman 
ean fly.”

“three R’s” plus Bible study were 
still the basis of elementary educa- 
tion. 


Each class recited orally — sing- 
ing off their multiplication to such 
spirited tunes as “Yankee Doodle” 
chanting the ‘a-b-ab, i-b-ib, o-b-ob, 
u-b-ub, “of the alphabet — and read- 
ing solemnly such gems of logic as 
“T see the dog. Do you see the dog?”

Educators of that time were firm 
believers of the value of spelling; he 
who could spell, could read — he 
who could read, had culture. To 
illustrate the use of words in the 
spelling lists, moral precepts were 
presented by the dozens. 

The same attitude toward morality 
was shown in the readers; the legend 
of George Washington and the cherry 
tree proved the efficiency of truth 
against the power of the rod. [Il- 
lustrations and engravings presented 
further warnings against the practice 
of evil. 

Elocution was another important 
curricular activity.

A majority of the students and 
faculty of The Stout Institute favor 
the return of Herbert Hoover to the 
Presidency.

tarism, aggressive imperialism, secret 


entangling alliances, and propaganda 
were the causes of the World war,” 
said Dr. Boyd C. Shafer his 
in assembly on 


in 
Armistice address 
Thursday, November 10. 

Dr. Shafer of the social science de- 
partment of The Stout Institute, de- 
nounced war as a depraved, bestial 
machination for selfish interests, as 


a “mass urge for murder” justified 
under the pretence of patriotism. 
War is unprofitable; there is an ex- 
travagant waste and irreparable loss 
in both wealth and life—a loss 
whose effect is felt even now, four- 
teen years since the Armistice was 
declared. 

In explaining the development of 
war, Dr. Shafer pointed out five 
steps. Nationalism, in which “each 
nation is a law unto itself,” establishes 
a pride in country. Out of this pride 
grows a desire for colonial expan- 
sion, for imperialistic dominations 
of all other countries. Various rea- 
sons for this imperialism are 
given—a need for larger markets 
and more raw materials, a desire to 
earry the torch of their ‘superior 
civilization” into less-favored coun- 
tries, over-population— but under- 
neath is the fundamental cause, a 
wish for strength, power, and world 
Gominalion, — ; 

To maintain this place of power, 
entangling alliances are entered; each 
group strugles to gain a balance of 
which ic really an over-bal- 
ance of power. Mutual fear, hatred, 
and suspicion are fostered. Out of

HUMANE CAPTURE EMPHASIZED 


Finds Habitat Of Wild Ani- 
mals Unfavorable To 
Photography 


Humane capture of wild animals, 
a new kind of big game hunt, was 
described by Capt. Barnett Harris, 
Wednesday evening in the Stout 


auditorium. 

Captain Harris, the only white 
man who has caught wild animals 
single handed, is rather slight, with 
grayed and thinning hair. He does 
not look like the big game hunter 
of the average person’s mental pic- 
ture. And he has a tendency for 
presenting himself with a kind of 
humorous mockery, which seemed to 
tickle the fancy of his audience. 

Although Capt. Harris has been 
interested in natural science for 
many years, the idea of humane 
capture dates from 1924 when he 
went to Sumatra, an island of the 


Dutch East Indies. Here he tried to 
take motiofpictures of the native 
animals; bitthe found that their 
natural habitat was unfavorable for 
photography. It was the discovery 
of the cruelty- exhibited in the cap- 
ture of the animals on board the 
small Chinese boat he boarded on 
leaving the island that crystallized

The little republic, the pinnacled 
glacier-covered Alps, the “O-lay--ee-- 
o-lay-ee-00” of the herdsman calling 
in his cattle — these were the pic- 
tures sketched by Fiechtl’s Tyrolean 
Yodlers in assembly. 

Beginning with a spirited native 
song, “We Come from Dear Old 
Switzerland”, these entertainers pre- 
sented a varied and interesting pro- 
lornra, A male trio sang whe Cow- 
herder’s Feeding Song”, which com- 
bines the cries of the cattle with 
‘the merry yodels of the herdsman. 

Melancholy minor cadences and a 
sparkling, rippling movement were 
combined in the zither solo offered 
by Mr. Mermann. Then Mr. Fiechtl 
sang a humorous ditty to his sweet- 
heart —” and when she eats soup, 
she makes music so sweet.” In in- 
terpreting the customary “dinner 
songs” in which each guest may sing 
,|any words he chooses provided he 
follows the music, the troupe showed 
that Switzerland may claim that she

(Continued from page one) 

He asked me if I had obtained the 
jtems mentioned by Mrs. Fiechtl in 
her rapid sketch of her native coun- 
try. I said, “Yes” And then the inter- 


view began. 
I wanted to know where and what 


"Pyrol was. Mr. Fiechtl was eager 
to tell me of his native country. 
“Tyrol is not really a part of 


Switzerland at all, but it is so very 
closely: related by [the continuovgs 
chain of the Alps and has so nearly 
the same interests and customs that 
we usually think of ourselves as be- 
ing Swiss. Switzerland would like 
io have us join them because we are 
so similar in geographical contour 
and people, but we are a liberty- 
loving people. We have never quite 
forgiven Italy for taking South 
Tyrol after the World War. We are 
near Italy, but we are not Italians.’ 

The one-sided conversation was 
begining to lag. So I asked about 
the Alps. “It is a curious thing,’ 
he said, “but avalanches are becom- 
ing more numerous. The Alpine club 
is trying to protect the mountain 
climbers and the rest-huts by build- 
ing avalanche barriers. These are 
about 12 feet high and have sharply 
pitched steel roofs. If an avalanche 
hits the barrier, it is split by the 
sharp ridge line. 

Avalanches do curious things. They 
twist and turn down the slopes, tak- 
ing trees and rocks with them. [ 
had a brother-in-law who was killed 
by one. If he had only stepped to 
the other side, he would have been 
saved, but he couldn’t knéw what 
path the oncoming rush of destruc- 
tion would take. 

“You know, it’s in the Swiss Alps 
that we have the Saint Bernard 
dogs. They’re*trained by the monks 
to be the guardian angels for Alpine 
travelers. Big and strong — they’re 
well fitted to their environment. 

“By the way, did you know that 
there are valley crevices in Switzer- 
land into which the sun _ never 
pierces. It’s always night there.” 

Here I realized that even the in- 
terest gained through my subtle 
mention of my Swiss ancestry was 
not strong enough to keep a man

Dr. Grinnell Addresses 
Combined “Y” Meeting 


Dr. Grinnel, Dean of the School of 
Liberal Arts, was the main speaker 
at the joint meeting of the Y. W. 
C. A. and Y. M. C. A. last Thursday, 
November 10. As fitting to the day, 
Dr. Grinned offered to give excerpts 
from the diary he kept in France in 
1918-19, or to give a short talk on 
“Budgeting Life”, suited to the aims 
of the organization. The majority 
chose the first one. 

Dr. Grinnel began his “Remini- 
scences of a M. P. in France” by 
saying, “After the Armistice ‘“Per- 
shing’s picked men”, commonly known 
as Military Policemen, or just M. P.s’ 
were stationed at various posts in 
France. I happened to be stationed 
in a mud-spattered Brittany village, 
where the duty of the M. P.s was to 
keep law and order in the various 
“Potato Alleys” about town. The 
M. P.s with whiskers were the favor- 
ites. Unfortunately, none of our 
group happened to have whiskers, so 
we were unpopular, or was it our 
prohibition duties?” 

Because certain American soldiers 
“crimped their style” with the wine, 
women and song, French lovers 
would kill guards out-right or under 
cover, which ever was convenient.

Hunting Big Game

his idea of discovering a humane 
method for capturing wild animals. 

Remembering that the primitive 
savage made herb poisons in which 
to dip the arrowheads. Capt. Harris 
decided to apply the principal of 
doped ammunition to his ambition for 
capturing animals painlessly. 

After inventing a bullet which 
made an automatic hypodermic in- 
jection, he had only to fill it with 


poison. Here he again met difficul- 


ty. No scientist knew what drug 
he should use; moreover the same 
poison will react differently on dif- 
ferenct families of animals. 

For two years Capt. Harris work- 
ed on his “mercy bullet” — classi- 
fying animals according to their 
family relationships; figuring out the 
correct dose for the different ani- 
mals, and experimenting to find out 
which drug worked most efficiently 
and quickly without bad _  after-ef- 
fects. 

During that time of adventure 
with the jungle animals of Africa, 
Capt. Harris learned that there are 
but three real dangers in the jungle; 


the malaria mosquito, the black 
snake, and germ-infested drinking 
water. He also learned that ‘“tor- 


eador-stepping” is not fast enough 
to elude an angry rhino. 

In spite of his rhino adventure, his 
experience with the black mamba 
snake-that-was-a-turtle, and being 
caught between two river heads dur- 
ing flood water, Capt, Harris says 
that for real sport, deer-hunting is 
quite as thrilling.

SHOULD MILITARY DRILL BE REQUIRED 

Agitation is swinging into play in an organized manner at the 
University of Wisconsin against “compulsory military drill’, Just 
why it is called compulsory drill appears to be more or less of a 
mystery, because there is a possible choice offered every student 
between military drill, physical education, and university athletics. 

It is apparent that military drill is a field into which it is 
easiest for the beginning male student to gravitate, because a large 
majority of them get their physical education 
subject. 

Federal government appropriations for R. O. T. C., are the 
explanation for the existence of this mode of training. Therefore 
the responsibility rests on the nation’s legislators. Super-patriotic 
organizations are said to do more or less lobbying in fayor of g 


acy 


credit in that 


strong reserve force in the nation’s scheme of war preparedness, 
and hence the R. O. T. C. appropriations. 

One argument presented is: “Hundreds of educators agree that, 
whatever educational and personal benefits derived from 
compulsory drill — obedience, co-operation, gentlemanly bearing, 
etc. -— they are better obtained through other educational agencies. 
According to modern ideas, the way to educate is not by making 
some men subservient to others, but by developing the personalities 
of all in a free society.” 

A major question of world diplomacy tied up in this agitation 
at the university: Will military preparedness prevent wars? Ii 
so ,though there is decided weight of scholarly opinion that says 
not, R. O. T. C. training should be made a factor in college, as 
well as in university education.

“What would you like to be? Home- 
maker, business woman, artist, social 
service worker, or teacher?” 

Any one of these professions and 
many others may have their founda- 
tion on the study of home economics, 
according to an article written by 
Mrs. Catherine Holly, former Stout 
student, who now heads the home eco- 
nomics department in the La Crosse 
public schools. 

Decoration Is Large Field 


“Many girls must first prepare to 
earn their living. The fascinating 
work of an interior decorator or an 
adviser on home furnishings may have 
its appeal, and these are some of the 
many interesting careers open to 
women through home economics. One 
Chicago girl makes a speciatly of de- 
Signing attractive kitchenettes for 
apartment hotels, another is in de- 
mand when it comes to decorating 
children’s nurseries ,still another has 
made a career of designing unique 
clothes closets for wealthy women. 

“For the girl or woman interusted 
in a business career, commercial 
demonstration is a field in which new 
opportunities are constantly opening. 
Home economics specialists have done 
much work in the past in testing 
foods, today the textile field is be- 
coming standardized as well.” 


“All of the large stove companies, | 


many of which are scattered through 
out Wisconsin, employ home economies 
specialists for testing recipes to get 
a standard temperature a which che 
best results can be obtained. Today, 
other home economics specialists help 
to protect the public from misrepre- 
sentation in materials.” 
Radio Opens New Careers 

“The radio, too, stretches out its 
eager hands for the girl, trained in 
home economics, who directs the home 
economics hour and offers recipes.” 

“One of the few fields today which 
is not overcrowded is that of hotel 
management. This requires addition- 
al training beyond that of high school 
as does most other institutional 
management work, such as factories 
and commercial dietitian work. Tea 
rooms and cafeterias offer a field to 
women who have made a study of this 
subject, for the buying of food in 
quantities ,the budgeting and the 
planning is quite different from that 
of serving a family and can only be 
learned by costly experimentation, or 
through a course in home economics.”

New Basketball Rule 
Will Speed Up Game 


During the first games throughout 
the country, veteran basketball play- 
ers are being confused in the new 
ruling of the Joint Basketball Rules 
Committee for the season of ’32-’33. 
The Stout men showed some confusion 
in this regard in their game last 
Saturday night. 

The ruling is known as the “tez- 
second ruie” and was adopted im the 
hope of restoring to the game some 
of the speed and action which has 
disappeared gradually under® the in- 
fluence of new system of play. 

The Joint Committee states, “It 
will restrict somewhat the opportun- 
lies for stalling, although it is ob- 
vious that if the two teams go into 
the game each determined to make 
the other do all the playing ,there 
will be no action even under the new 
rule. Certain defects in the rule will 
appear probably as the season ad- 
vances, for it is impossible to forsee 
and to cover all situation that will 
arise. Whatever interpretations are 
necessary, in case not _ specifically 
covered by the rule ,should harmonize 
with its spirit and intent.” 

The rule itself reads as follows: 
Rule 8. Section 8. When a team gains 
possession of the ball in its own back 
courts, that team must advance the 
ball over the center line within a peri- 
od of ten seconds unless the ball, 
while out of control of the team,

Carideo Of All-American Fame 
Is Guest-Of-Honor At Grid- 
iron Banquet 


Coach, Earl Burbidge, as toast- 
master of the annual football ban- 
quet, postponed the election of next 
years’ grid captain until the spring 
atheletic banquet when both the foot- 
ball and basketball leaders will be 
chosen. As food for thought, the 
coach proposed that the men iniate 


the practice of having a captain 
selected for each game as was the 
system used at Superior and other 
colleges this year.

“The ‘women’s departments in 
magazines on the subject of food and 
clothes are conducted by experts in 
this field who must have made a study 
of the subject as well as possessing 
journalistic ability.” 

“So many other careers in this field 
are open that the number seems al- 
most endless. For the girl who is 
interested in teaching there is the 
prospect that she may become a 
secondary teacher, a state supervisor, 
a vocational school teacher, or a col- 
lege instructor.” 


“Tf one is interested in foods from 
a medical standpoint, there are many 
phases of hospital work such as hos- 
pital dietitian, teaching dietetics, and 
metabolic worker. which are fields 
open to the expert.” 

“Women in the extension field are 
invariably college trained. In the 
home economics extension work of 
the United States at present there are 
57 clothing specialists, 52 nutrition 
specialists, 23 home management 
specialists, 6 house-furnishing speci- 
alists ,and about 1,000 county home 
demonstration agents.” 


“Social service is another phase of 
work under which comes child health 
and nutrition, both of which are vital- 
ly important for the efficient social 
service worker to know.” 

“Budgetary service is often offered 
by banks and department stores, and 
here is a field where the girl trained 
in home economics is best equipped. 
If she is interested in research work, 
she can do this through an industrial 
organiaztion, a college, or the govern- 
ment.” 

‘Home economics gives a wealth of 
technical training which may be used 
in a wide variety of ways in the inter- 
lude between school and marriage.”'

Crombey Names New 
Factors In Success 


REJECTS OLD “GOAL” THEORY 


He Designates Struggle As Of 
First Importance, Usefulness 
Second, Confidence Third 
The popular man ‘to day is he who 

talks fastest and most 

about what he knows the least,” 
shouted Albert Crombey (“heh!”) in 
prefacing his address in assembly, 
Thursday. 

Mr. Crombey, who for the past 
three years has been with the gener- 
ai extension division ef the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, rejected the old 
theory that success is the reaching 
oi a goal, or that it may be obtain- 
ed by only a select féw. “For,” he 
said, “some of our greatest victories 
are our most fatal defeats, and 
some of our saddest losses are our 
biggest gains.” 

Instead of conside¥ing success as 
the attainment of an end, Mr. Crom- 
bey said that success may be de- 
fined in an analysis of the meanings 
he has given to the letters whici. 
compose it. 


The “S” is for, struggle. Man be- 
gins his life in the struggle of be- 
ing born; and he continues. to 
struggle with natural forces, legiti- 
mate competition, and criticism until 
he dies. 

“U” is for usefulness. 
is not enough; man must build, not 
tear down; he must do things for, 
not to somebody. “C,” he said, “is 
for constancy — for persistence — 
for keeping up the fight without re- 
laxation or loss of purpose.” 

The second “C” is for confidence. 
First have confidence in yourself; 
then have confidence in human 
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mature, Suid- Mir. 
Crombey, “sees the sun reflected in 
a mud-puddle; the pessismist won't 
look.” 

“EH” is for enthusiasm, not excuse. 
But enthusiasm must be well-directed. 
The next to the last letter, “S,” is for 
study. “First,” said Mr. Crombey, 
“study yourself — for knowledge is 
power; then study the thing you 
are going to do.” 

The last “S” is for sincerity. “Be 
on the level, remember that personal- 
ity is character in action; be sincere 
in working on the other constituents 
of success that I have mentioned; 
and jyou will have defined success,” 
was Mr. Crombey’s conclusion of 
his “popular” speech.

The new Rosenwald Museum will in- 
clude working models of all types of 
al. models of machinery and is plan- 
ned to equal the famous Industrial 
Museums in Europe. 

Before the adjournment on Satur- 
day noon the convention vote to hold 
their next annual session in Chicago 
in 1933. 

At the close of the convention a 
visiting group was organized to go 
through the World Fair buildings. 
The building completed will open 
next June and clese in November. 
Some of the interesting ones, as 
pointed out by Dean Bowman were 
the transportation building and the 
science building.

There are no hard times as regards the educational needs of 
this country. The needs are present, and if we can meet them with 
sufficient intrepidity, the after-affects of the depression will be re- 
duced to a minimum. 


School boards endowed with sufficient vision to realize that 
these times, met with vision, will eventually be to the advantage 
of the community that is building for the future, will not be in 
the market for cheap teachers. Cheapness is no more a criterion 
for the employment of teachers than it has been in the past. 


At a time when every investment is being put to rigorous test, 
the public is justified in asking, “What returns do we get from the 
money we spend for our schools?’ Undoubtedly, school budgets 
must be reduced long with other public expenditures, but if any 
consideration is be shown for the citizenry of tomorrow, extreme 
care must be exercised in regard to school budget slashes. 


Foging ahead into a new field on their own merits, the public 
schools of today are gradually approaching a higher degree of ef- 
ficiency. Were public opinion to demand too drastic reduction in 
budgetary requirements, the system as we know it should be un- 
dermined, and, with nothing to supplant it, a choas hard to picture 
should come into being. 


Communities that continwe to build soundly and surely in their 
school programs, sacrificing at other points when necessary, are 
not making a mistake. A carping minority that makes rabid state- 
ments to the contrary is not weighing its opinons and words.

Figures Show Trend Away From 
Technical, Toward Cultural 
Subjects 


New N. Y. (NSFA)—The 
effect of the depression which has 


York, 


swept from the ‘college campus much 
of the gay background against which 
the undergraduate posed his studies 
has also adversely affected college 
enrolments, a survey of twenty-four 
colleges and universities of the coun- 
try indicates. 

In answer to queries from “The 
New York Times”, officials of insti- 
tutions Berkeley 
the depression has been to modulate 
the carefree joy of campus life and 
to focus the attention of students on 
books and blackboards. The student 
of 1932, many of the replies indi- 
cated, has sold the flashy roadster 
and more than ever before he is ask- 
ing for scholarship aid, low-priced 
and a chence to 


from. Boston to 


dormitory rooms, 
work his way. 
An interpretation of the statistics 


and replies indicates a trend away 
from technical education toward cult- 
ural subjects. In general, the institu- 
tions, the enrolments of which were 
most effected by the depression, seem- 
ed to be those located in the farm- 
ing belts in the Middle West. Most of 
the local colleges and universities 


-wiaintained their enrglments at about 


the same figures as last year, and a 
few institutions such as Amherst, 
Fordham, Harvard ,and Vassar re- 
ported slight increases in their stu- 
dent attendance. Columbia, with an 
estimated drop of more than 1,600 
students, reported, the largest loss of 
any of the nineteen institutions. 
any of the nineteen institutions. 

At the University of California 
the “chief effect of the depression 
noted here is prolongation of the 
college period by students already 
registered and return of old students 
who once left. Enrolment of new 
undergraduates never attending be- 
fore shows a tendency to decrease. 
Apparently students who formerly 
were attracted from college by offers 
ot lucrative positions are now con- 
tinuing their studies for lack of 
something better to do. On the other 
hand, students who have not yet 
entered ‘colege drag out high school 
work or enter. local junior colleges 
to save money by living at home.”

Is Called Most Colorful And 
Refreshing Personality 
In India 


Maulana Shaukat Ali, described 
as “huge, picturesque, and huorous” 
by the Chicago “ribune, will lecture 
in the Stout auditorium Friday, 
January 20.

Adventure, thrills, narrow escapes- 
he had them all. Yet James C. Wilson, 
who addressed The Stout Institute in 
assembly, January 12, insisted that 
Africa is not a weltering, horrible, Sa- 
tanic den of eut-throats and cannibals. 

Long, lean, and lanky, with the 
engaging infectious grin of a small 
boy caught stealing jam and unruly 
hair that suggested its only comb had 
been his James 


nervous fingers, 


Wilson looked as little like the aver- 
age conception of an explorer as his 
Africa is like its movie-taboid proto- 
type. 

“Flood” was a. tall, 
gangling felow with a puir of bow- 
legs which would rival those of any 
hard-riding, broncho-busting Wester- 
ner. Wison claimed that two-thirds of 
Flood’s personality was below his 
knees. It was Flood’s flat-feet plus 
flat purses that substituted a motor- 
cycle expedition for the more usual 
“Walkathon” or camel cavalcade. 

With a heartily pessimistic bon 
voyage ringing ii their ears, Flond 
and Wilson started off on _ their 
4500-mile trek across a district never 
before traversed by any American.

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THE “OLD” AND “NEW” IN EDUCATIONAL THEORY 


Not a decade ago, in 1925 to be exact, the National Education 
Association research committee formulated a comparative set ol 
tables of educational theory. One, set of theormes formerly accepted 
was called the “theory of repression”. The other, the new, is called 
the “theory of expression”. The object of the tabulation was to 
bring into relief the contrast existing between the similar theories. 

It may be well to admit at the outset that educational theory 
is more or less controlled by the generally accepted philosophy of 
society. It may be that educational thought sometimes leads the 
thought of the day, but it is just as frequent that current attitudes 
influence educational theory. In some cases, indeed, the educational 
policy veers with the winds of current opinion in the manner (of a 
weather vane. However, among the theories balanced one against 
the other by the national committee, we find the two which follow:

It is plain that even educators sometimes “play to the bleachers” 
as in this case, when they adopt the hackneyed by-words of the 
day, “vested rights” for instance. The new theory was thought to 
be the epitome of wisdom, and the old was quite evidently in dis- 
repute. 

Now education is in a cycle which is carrying it back toward 
the former attitude, and for some time no, one will call that attitude 
one of repression. Irreverence is not.such a necessary attribute as 
it was deemed at the time the report quoted above was made. And, 
to the average person, a fostered critical attitude is no longer such 
an admirable thing. 

As an educator, do not let yourself be swept off your feet by pro- 
fessional demagogues. Be as critical of things as someone is trying 
to make them as of things as they are.

“Say It With Flowers” 
In Color And Design 


The three sections in color andj 
design met jointly Saturday to learn 
how to “say it with flowers” in the 
most pleasing and appropriate man- 
ner. Nine girls in turn covered 
these topics: selection and combina- 
tion of flowers, selection of vases, 
placing of bouquets, and flowers for 
special occasions. 

In selecting flowers for a bouquet, 
it is always necessary to consider 
the elements of design, said one of 
the girls in her report. One part 
of the arrangement is usually more 
dominant. It may be line, color, or 
texture. The cat-tail serves as an 
excellent example in which straight 
line dominates. In contrast to this 
are the graceful curves of the blue- 
bell. When emphasizing lne only a 
few flowers are used — “only a rose” 
to add a touch of beauty to the room. 
Equally lovely is a mass of lilacs, 
sweet peas, or zinnias. In many 
bouquets the arrangement is so 
obvious that it becomes monotonous. 
To relieve this monotony sequences 
of sizes and shapes as well as aro 
interplay of hue, value, and intensity 
ean be used. 

Often the beauty of a bouquet is 
lost because it has been jammed into 
an improper container. This was 
demonstrated in one of the other re- 
ports. As the eye should be drawn 
tc the flowers rather than to the 
vase, clear glass, dull metals, oz: 
pottery is much more pleasing. A 
general rule to follow is to have the 
one and one-half tires tha 
height of the vase. 


The Japanese have received world- 
wide recognition for their ability to 
arrange flowers. Simplicity is the 
keynote to their success. Hours of 
time and effort are but small mat- 
jter when beautiful arrangements are 
to be created. 

Flowers always carry a message, 
the last speaker stated. That is why 
they are most universally used as a 
gift. A true gift has’ he,’ who can 
choose the flowers which will carry 
just the right message.

MARQUETTE UNIVERSITY, Mitwaukee 
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Mill And Cabinet 
Shop Are Reorganized 


The reorganization of tne mill an 
cebinet shop has been in progress 
ever since the beginning of summer 
school in 1932. The project has been 


primarily a millwork undertaking, 
under the supervision of H. M, 
Hansen. The construction of the new 
partitions is the first of a series in 
the reorganization of the mill and 
cabinet shop. 

The new division will be used for 
drawing of projects, will also con- 
tain a complete library of woodwork- 
ing information and serve as an office 
for instructors. Up until the present 
time there has been no place adaquate 


for lectures or discussions. This 
room will serve that purpose. A large 
round table will be one of the furnish- 


ings of the office. Here stuaents and 
instructors will gather for the dis- 
cussion of new and related questions 
concerning wood and its construction. 
A model room is a new part of the 
revision of the shop. This room will 
contain models of wood projects. 
The third quarter general wood- 
working II class will finish this pro- 


ject. The molding for the glass, the 
cutting and setting the glass and; 
the rearranging of the whole mill’ 


and cabinet shop will complete the 
reorganization. The ultimate aim is 
to combine the two shops in one. The | 
ninth grade practice class will take 
eare of the finishing and painting 
of the .structure. 


The electrical classes’ are prepar- 
ing for the re-wiring of the shop 
and the machines. 

The shop upon completion will be 
the best arranged wood shop in Stout. 
It accommodates 80 to 100 students 
daily, being in operation from 8:00 
in the morning till 5:00 at night. 

This work is a part of the general 
program of shop reorganization which 
has been under way since 1926. Fol- 
lowing the placing of The Stout 
Institute on the straight four-year 
basis in the fall of 1926, curriculum 
revision work was carried on. This 
was for the purpose of meeting the 
challenge of the new educational re- 
quirements in American schools and 
tc capitalize on the breadened ap: 
portunities available through the 
four-year schedule. As soon as these 
plans were under way, shop rear- 
rangement was begun. Stoutonia has 
recorded the rearrangements of the 

Auto Mechanics, General Woodwork- 
ing, Printing and Practice Shops.

During times of prosperity the boosters, the promoter, and the 
barker are out exploiting the optimism of the people.

WHY TECHNOCRACY?

increase, and that the interest-bearing debt is mounting while in- 
comes do not. The Technocrats attack a system based on profit 
and “rugged individualism,” waste and over-production. 


There is much to be said for Technocracy, as may be seen from 
current articles. There is also much to be said aboutit. And “a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing.” 


But regardless of whether metallurgists can refute Technocratic 
claims for production of life-time razor blades, or whether Paul 
Harrison is right in contradicting the statements of Wayne Parish 
about Howard Scott’s record, the Technocrats have performed a 
real service. 


And whether Technocracy has not, as Norman Thomas accuses, 
offered any solution, or whether, as Will Rogers and numbers of 
others seem to think, it is too complicated to be practical; does not 
alter the fact that the Technocrats have succeeded in bringing to the 
foreground a problem which has confronted the more serious-mind- 


ed for some time. America has been made to think. 


The more heedless will either receive the predictions of Tech- 
nocracy with a feeling of panic or will regard the whole theory as 
demagogism; the thinking individual will grant that the problem is 
there and is to be faced, and will go into it ready to accept that 
which is practical and to discard that which as not.

Home Mechanics Shop 
Gets New Machines 


Professors Kranzusch and Tustison, 
proud owners of the Home Mechanics 
shop on the second floor of the Ind- 


ustrial Arts building, are also very 


proud of the two new machines which 
they recently installed in their |shop. 
Indeed, it is reported that ‘“Tusty” 
was the one who took the “covering” 
off of the machines. Be that as it may 
both of them are now in full operation 
and have greatly facilitated working 
conditions in the shop, as well as mak- 
ing it possible for the students to have 
access to more equipment. 

One of the machines is a bench tool 
grinder, made by the Van Dorn Com- 
pany. It has a special swivel attach- 
ment on the right side for the grind- 
ing of drills and also a guage for 
feeding the material to the revolving 
stone. The left-hand side is used for 
the sharpening of small sharp-edge 
tools, such as chisels, knives, bits, etc. 

The other machine is a large, heavy 
Hisey two-wheel grinder. It is a 2H. 
P. machine and stands where the old 
one, which was only a % H.P. mach- 
ine, formerly stood. The addition of 
another grinder in the shop is a great 
help in the making of bench metal 
projects, many of which necessitate 
some grinding during the process of 
construction and finishing.

Thayer Summarizes 
Integration In Vocations 


Vocational integration of the in- 
dividual in our socio-economic struc- 
ture has been analyzed in a course 
of study bulletin recently prepared 


by H. C. Thayer in connection with 
his vocational teacher traming work. 
He writes in his foreword, that the 
problems of what to teach and of the 
development of course of study out- 
lines rests first of all upon a clear 
understanding of the basic’ under- 
lying philosophy or aim of the whole 
educational endeavor. The fore- 
word continues as follows: 


“Every form of vocation demands 
of its members certain very definite 
native capacities: Physical constitu- 
tion, scholastic aptitude, mechanical 
aptitude, and social aptitude; and 
likewise every individual brings to 
the social order these capacities in 
varying degrees. The most effective 
matching of the demands of the 
social order in all its wider range 
of vocations by the capabilities of 
its individual members is dependent 
upon each boy and girl having as 
thorough a knowledge as possible 
of a wide range of occupations; the 
more thorough the knowledge of each 
one and the wider the range of oc- 
cupations the better. 


“With the knowledge of as many 
occupations as possible the boy or 
girl has a better opportunity to make 
an intelligent selection of that field 
of endeavor which will constitute 
a life work. The preparatory train- 
ing which is immediately necessary 
for entrance into the occupation on 
the stage of learner or beginner can 
then be taken. The kind and amount 
of this preliminary training varies 
widely in the different occupational 
fields but in practically all of them 
entrance into the occupation is made 
more certain and easier if there is 
a definite program of pre-employ- 
ment training. 


“After the individual has begun an 
occupational career there must be a 
constant and continuing following 
through of- a program of education 
and training. In some occupations 
this program takes the form of an 
apprenticeship but in every one there 
is the need for the continuing pro- 
gram of study. After the period 
cf learning has been completed it 1s 
still essential that the individual work 
and study in order to keep abreast of 
the changes which are constantly tak- 
ing place in every vocation.”

Have Legislation First 


PROGRESS WARRANTS MOVE 


Alumni Want Master’s Dégrees 
In Vocational Education 
From Stout 


At the annual banquet of the Stout 
Alumni of Wisconsin held in Milwau- 
kee in connection with the Wisconsin 
Teachers’ association, some of the 
speakers urged The Stout Institute 
to undertake graduate work in voca- 
tional education. After the meeting 
closed, groups of graduates centinued 
to talk about the possibility. Some 
discussed the matter with President 
Nelson and learned from him that be- 
for The Stout Institute can under- 
take this new activity, action of the 


legislature is necessary. 


President Nelson did not know 
whether the demand for suck work 
was great enough to justify the at- 
tempt to secure such legislation. He 
was quite certain that favorable ac- 
tion could not be secured if he did 
not have sufficient evidence of such 
a demand. This prompted the com- 
mittee which was later formally or-

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Doctor John A. Lapp 
Speaks in Assembly 


In a bulletin of the National Re- 
habilitation association issued in De- . 
cember, Dr. John A. Lapp who spoke 
here in assembly today is applauded 
for his work in rehabilitation. N. R. 
A. met in Chicago from October 9 
to 12, inclusive, at which time Dr. 
Lapp was engaged as director, and 
“a forward-looking program of ex- 
pansion and service was launched.’ 


“We are doing things almost mir- 
aculous,” Dr. Lapp said in his ad- 
dress today, “in preventing sickness 
and death. We can prevent accidents, 
because we have done it. We can al- 
so prevent deafness and blindness 
which put people on the scrap heap. 
When we develop the scheme of re- 
habilitation, adequate, we will take 
off the scrap heap many people 
who would otherwise be supported by 
charity, and civilization will be more 
happy. ; 

“The methods used by this depart- 
ment is of vocational surveying and 
guidance of the finest character, and 
should be incorporated in your pro- 
gram,” he declared. 

Appearing with Dr. Lapp was W. 
F. Falks, superisor of rehabilitation, 
who said that the problem of rehabili- 
tation belongs to the state and federal 
governments. 

The December N. R. A. news letter 
says of today’s speaker: 

“Dr, Lapp is a social worker and 
publicist of the highest rank. He has 
been intimately associated with the 
history of vocational rehabilitativa:

ALUMNI ASK GRADUATE 
WORK HERE AT STOUT 


(Continued from page one) 
ganized to send out 700 letters to 
Stout alumni. Letters urging the in- 
corporation of graduate work began 
to reach President Nelson January 
9th and 10th and about 90 per cent 
of these letters pledged altendance 
in graduate classes in case the work 
is offered. Less than 100 letters have 
been received in the administration 
offices. 

The Stout alumni feel chat it 
should be unnecessary for. the gradu- 
ates of our college to go to other 
states to earn a post-graduate degree 
in vocational education. They feel 
that such an opportunity should be 
afforded in this state; and they feel 
that The Stout Institute, with its 
outstanding record in  vovational 
education is pre-eminently the in- 
stitution in which this work should 
be done. 

The marked progress of The Stout 
Institute since 1925 has been cited as 
% strong reason for this college to 
undertake the giving of graduate 
degrees. The Stout Institute was the 
pioneer in the field of industrial 
home economics, and voca- 
tional education, and it is only natur- 
al that it should continue to pioneer 
and hold its leadership in this new 
field of work. In 1925 Stout elimin- 
ated all short courses. In 1928 the 
last 2 year diplomas were granted. 
In 1931 it was accepted as a member 
of the North Central association 
(teachers’ college group). In 1932 
it was accepted into full collegg 
membership. 

The administration is not taking 
any part in this campaign. ‘The ad- 
ministration has taken no stand on 
the important question and what they 
eventually intend to do dependg 
entirely upon the forcefulness of the 
appeal which comes from the gradu- 
ates. To that end the administra- 
tion has decided upon an approximate 
number of applications which must be 
sent in It is interesting to note 
that at the end of 15 days onc-fourth 
of the applications required as an 
indication of the demand had reach- 
ed the office of the President. 

The campaign is still active; ‘at 
the present time The Stout Institute 
has no intention of offering graduate 
during the school year. That 
work will be offered largely by a 
different staff of instructors from 
those employed during the regular 
session and will if offered be limited 
to the summer sessions.

Eternal vigilance is the price of 


safety in the health of our families, | 


declared Dr. Freda M. Bachmann of 
Stout Institute faculty, in an address 
before the home economics depart- 
ment of the Eau Claire Woman’s 
club Friday afternoon at the North- 
ern, States Power company ware- 
house building. 

Dr. Bachmann urged the women 
to be better informed on the struc 
ture and function of the human body, 
to read reliable health literature sucn 
as the United States public health 
service bulletins and communica- 
tions from the state department of 
health. 

“Let us not expect the :mpossible 
of human beings,’ said Dr. Bach- 
mann. “Even if a person has had 
medical training, he cannot do im- 
possible things with our health. We 
do not expect miracles of teachers, 
lawyers or bankers, but we often 
do of doctors.” 

The speaker opened her talk with 
a baekward glance of the health sit- 
uation of a few years ago in the col- 
onies and traced developments up to 
the present time.

Dr. Bachmann Advises 
Vigilance In Lecture 


(Continued from page one) 
ish American war hospitals were 
worse enemies of human lives than 
the opposing army, and only 50 or 
60 years ago Pasteur wrote that one- 
third of the women died of child- 
birth in Paris hospitals. 

“Many of you can remember when 
typhoid fever was a common disease 
each summer, and now due to puri. 
fied water and milk supplies there 
are practically no cases in the cities. 
In villages and rural districts wher: 
there is still a choice of water sup- 
ply we still find a few cases each 
year. 

“The diphtheria menace has chang- 
ed through the use of toxin anti- 
toxin, one of the most striking ex- 
amples of science’s progress against 
disease. If communities do not take 
advantage of this serum, they are 
either careless of child health or ig- 
norant of the opportunities offered 
for immunizing.” 

Dr. Bachmann reviewed the work 
of science against yellow fever, 
malaria, syphilis, scarlet fever and 
other diseases. She stressed the fact 
that small towns and villages now 
harbor the preventable diseases more 
than cities, and they must seek and 
make use of the new science. 

Prospects In Future 

“What are biologists and bacter- 
iologists working on now?” asked 
the speaker. “A test has been de- 
veloped whereby immunization from 
scarlet fever can be determined, but 
it is not perfected like the toxin for 
diphtheria. Injections of parents’ 
blood in treatment of measles is be- 
ing tested, and a serum is being used 
in treatment of lobar pneumonia. 
Food poisoning has been on the de- 
crease due to improved methods of 
canning, but there may be an increase 
this year because of the increase in 
home canning. 

“Tuberculosis, cancer, and infan 


tile paralysis, age three diseases en p= 


vhich scientists are working con- 
stantly. A reason why more young 
girls have tuberculosis than young 
men has just been discovered which 
will aid greatly both in prevention | 
and cure of the disease in girls.” 
Dr. Bachman pointed out that good 
health literature not need to 
be unintelligible through 
scientific terms,

As a part of the tweltth annual 
tour, the Men’s Glee club will broad- 
cast over WCCO.

Senior Home Ec. Year 


Faculty 


The Home Economics faculty, in 
schedtlinge the work for this year, 
originated a plan of reorganization 
for the three required major swb- 
jects on the senior semester schedule. 
The committee in charge of the work 
consisted of Dean Ruth EF. Michaels, 
Miss Lawton, Mrs. Houston, and Miss 
Walsh. 

According to Dean Michaels, the 
plan is as follows: Each _ senior 
woman is required to take the courses 
ir Child Development, Home- Admin- 


wate Se SE preteen 


istration, and Student Teaching in 
one semester. At the same time, sh2 
is urged to take a two or three point 
academic course. The three required 
courses are scheduled on a six weeks 
basis for full time work, and the 
student is expected to place special 
emphasis upon them for that period. | 

Miss Letty Walsh, of the home 
economics education department, 
states that this plan seems to a 
working out well in the student teach- 
ing field. Each student teacher re- 
ceives experience with four different 
grade levels and age levels of girls 
vather than with only one grade as 
she would have had under the old 
system. This necessitates her using 
texts, references, and teaching 
methods and devices adapted to each 
of these levels. She becomes ac- 
guainted with four times as many 
girls coming from two or three differ- 
ent types of schools in different parts 
of the city. She has experience with 
girls from both rural and city homes. 
A variety of units is included, among 
them food preparation, clcthing con: 
struction, nutrition, famity relation- 
ships, and home management. Specific 
attention is paid to having at least 
a limited experience in related science 
and related art. Each girl is given 
some experience with publicity. She 
has conferences with the executives 
of the schools in which she teaches, 
attends and is made resp-nsible for 
various assemblies and study halls 
in these schools. The whole set-up 
of the girl’s six weeks more nearly 
approximates the daily program of 
a teacher in the field. There is the 
advantage of transfer from one grade 
t» another and the opportunity of 
comparison of age levels. The only 
disadvantage is the lack of a longer 
time for development of the student 
teachers and for their study of the

A million volts of electrical power 
are now under the control of Mr.

Senior Home Ec. Year 
‘Changed by Faculty 


(Continued from page one) 
development of the individual pupils; 
however, this disadvantage is out- 
weighed by the greater advantages. 

Mrs. Houston, director of the nur- 
sery school, states that students tak- 
ing the work in mental and social 
growth of the pre-school child have 
the advantage of six weeks intensive 
classwork and many hours spent with 
the children in the nursery school. 
This undivided attention gives the 
senior women unusual opportunities 
to study the objectives and principles 
of nursery school work as pertain- 
ing to the social and educational train- 
ing of the young child. On account 
of giving almost constant considera- 
tion to the work, the student can see 
the activities of the children for the 
whole day from the time they come 
until they go. Because of daily 
group meetings for discussion and 
intensive reading and study of the 
children, 
correlated with the practical work in 
the nursery school. There is adequate 
time for work with the entire group 
of children and also for more detail- 
ed observation and _ psychological 
study of an individual child. There 
is an advantage to the children in 
that they have less mental strain in 
becoming acquainted with five girls 
rather than eighteen. One disadvan. 
tage is that the student does not have 
a chance to trace the development of 
the child over as long a period of 
time. The students are encouraged 
to enroll in the elective course in 
story-telling, music, and play mater- 
jals before or while they are taking 
the work in mental and social growth 
of the pre-school child, finding it a 
great advantage in their understand- 
ing of the activities of the children. 

Miss Lawton, director of the home 
management. house and instructor in 
home administration, states that the 
six weeks course in home administra- 
tion is so planned that it resembles 
the home situation as nearly as a 
college group can. The home manage- 
ment house, in order to offer- more 
of the problems presented in a family 
home, has for several years made a 
practice of taking care of a small 
child; the éntire responsibility and 
training of this child rests upon the 
Senior women enrolled in the course 
under the guidance of the resident 
adviser of the house. 

The physical, mental, and social 
@rowth of each student is made of 
‘major concern; diet, recreation, health 
habits, study habits, and regular 
tasks are checked. Each student is 
expected to make a definite contribu- 
tion to the harmonious relationships 
of the home; it is hoped that she will 
be able to make adjustments to every 
type of group, to broaden her inter- 
ests, and to develop socially. She 
lives on a definite schedule and checks 
on ways and means of improving it, 
attempting to plan her leisure time 
to the best advantage as it could be 
‘used in the home. 


During the period of residence in the 
house, the senior women carry on 
the assignments of the course in home 
adminstration. This permits direcs 
relation between the classwork and 
the problems of the home. Each 
Student works out a problem entirely 
dependent upon her own initiative and 
judgment to be her contribution to 
the house. She carries on time and 
Motion studies and searches for the 
best method of performing her tasks 
making the house residence more or 
less of an experiment for each woman, 
the results of which could well be 
applied in the normal home. The 
principles underlying the work in the 
home management house are the sav- 
ing of time, energy, and money.

Dr. Suhrie Appeals To Student 
Body With Subtle Humor 
On Education 


Faith, hope, and charity were the 
interpretations given to applause by 
Dr. Ambrose L. Suhrie at the begin- 
ning of his assembly address Wed- 
nesday afterncon—faith that the 
speech will be interesting, hope that 
it will not be too long, and charity 
when it is over. 

Dr. Suhrie of N. Y. U. has been 
touring the United States making a 
survey of state teacher training in- 
stitutions. Tomorrow when he lec- 
tures at River Falls he will have 
visited every teacher’s college in 
Wisconsin. 

In his survey of the various teacher 
training institutions Dr. Suhrie has 
found that the East still maintains 
the traditions of ‘“‘old-maid teachers”; 
in the West teacher’s colleges are 
truly co-educational. This year the 
number of men who are ylanning to 
become teachers is larger—perhaps 
because the depression has discour 
aged them in industrial felds. 

The laughter of the audience fre- 
quently punctuaied Dr. Suhrie’s ad- 
dress. . While he never failed to keep 
his audience interested by keeping 
them in good humour, he »ointed out 
and explained the similaritics which 
he has found in all teacher's colleges 

“The general atmosphere of a 
teacher’s college is that of industry 
-——a direct contrast to the spirit of

Employment Project 


Madison, Wisconsin, has launched 
forth a new means of meeting the 
unemployment situation through its 
organization of a Vocational School 
Craft Shop. This project, actually) 
begun on November 24, was inspired 
by Mr. S. Scalan, a Madison resident; 
but is specifically being cairied on by 
Mr. A, R. Graham, direcor of the 
Madison Vocational School. Mr. 
Graham was graduated from the 
Stout Institute Fobruary 3, 1525 re- 
ceiving his Bachelor of »cience de- 
gree. 

In the foreword of his bocklet on 
the Voeational School Craft Shop, 
Mr. Graham has said, “The primary 
purpose of the Craft Shop kas been 
to give the unemployed men of our 
city a place to go each day to use 
their creative ability, to work with 
their hands amid congenial surround- 
ings, to occupy their minds construe: 
tively and forget about their troubles.” 

Citizens of Madison are enthusias- 
tically supporting this new plan. Their 
cooperation, through buying products 
from the shop which cannot be pur- 
chased elsewhere in the city, has 
imade possible the earning of two to 
three dollar a-week for the unemploy- 
ed man and the greater pay—the joy 
of working. At present there are 
rearly a thousand men in the shop 
parsuing some academics and perfect- 
ing arrested courses in the techniques 
of the great trades.

Presents New Facts 


BOWMAN, BROWN ATTEND 


Discuss Results Of Unemploy- 
ment And Adult Education 
Research Made in State 


The annual convention of th- 
National Vocational Guidance As- 
sociation which was held at Min- 
neapolis, February 28, 24, and 25th 
was well attended and proved bene- 
ficial. 

Dean Bowman and Mr. Brown at- 
tended the Friday morning meeting 
which was a joint session of person- 
nel organizations. The topic was 
“The work of the Minnesota Employ- 
ment Stabilization Research Institu- 
tion.” The presiding chairman was 
Dean Russel A. Stevenson, Directo 
of the organization. This session af- 
forded the delegates first-hand know-- 
ledge of an outstanding research pro- 
ject directed by the University of 
Minnesota. The project includes a 
study of the economic background of 
unemployment in Minnesota, the 
development of techniques for indi- 
vidual diagnosis of the employment, 
the formulation of a program of 
adult education and vocational re- 
habilitation, and the reorganization 
of public employment offices. 


One of these tests was given at The 
Stout Institute in the 1932 summer 
session and again at the beginning 
of the school year to freshman and 
transfer students. 

At noon Friday Mr. Bowman and 
Mr. Brown attended the luncheon at 
which the principal of Milwaukee 
Vocational School, Mr. W. F. Rasche 
was leader.

GRATHWELL URGES 


“Getting By Your Hoodoo” Sub- 
ject Of Assembly Address 
By Lecturer 


“Getting By Your Hoodoo” was the 
topic upon which Mr. Grathwell spoke 
in assembly March 2. The gospel of 
self-help, according to Mr. Grathwell, 
is the one thing that will help people 
obtain success. He said, ‘What we 
believe determines what we do; what 
we do determines our destiny.” Most 
of the problems and troubles besetting 
men and women are only in their own 
minds; an eighty-year-old New Eng- 
land man said, “The greatest lessor: 
life ever taught me was that most 
of my troubles never happend.” 
Thinking creates or destroys hoodoos. 

An excuse often made by failures 
is “I never had a chance.” Mr. 
Grathwell says the fault is too often 
on the inside, not on the outside; a 
man does not deserve success if he 
does not put himself to the fullest 
use.

right.” 

Too many people are afraid to be 
themselves because they think ‘that 
success comes by staying with the 
crowd, thus effecting a compromise 
wih their principles and convictions. 
J. Peirpont Morgan once said that 
character is the best collateral. Cour- 
age comes from inside of one’s own 
soul. “The discouraged man is al- 
ways the defeated one.” 

Mi. Grathwell closed by saying “If 
you can’t get by the hoodoo, don’t 
let the hoodoo get by you.”

Omaha Railroad Cuts 
- Rates to Two Cents 


The Omaha Railroad in announc- 
ing its two cent per mile rates on 
one way tickets, and. one and one- 
half cents per mile on round trip 
tickets, will be the first railroad in 
Wisconsin to experiment with such 
low rates. Round trip tickets will 
be on sale daily beginning March 
first, and one way tickets vill be on 
sale daily beginning March eighth. 

The Omaha Railroad announces 
this as an experiment, and the con- 
tinuation of these low fares depends 
upon the volume of traffic that will 
be attracted. Tickets will be on sale 
daily until the end of May, and pos- 
sibly longer, if the experiment in- 
dicates that it is successful. Round 
trip tickets will have a return limit 
of ten days. The low fare is positive- 
ly an inducement to leave automobiles 
at home and use train service, be- 
cause everyone recognizes that the 
cost of running an automobile is so 
much greater. The experiment is 
being made between all stations Eau 
Claire, St. Paul and Minneapolis, in- 
cluding the Spring Valley and Ells- 
worth branches, and tickets may be 
purchased back and forth at all sta- 
tions in that district at the low fare.

Study Of Birds Is Former Local 
Man’s Hobby; Shows Real 
Spirit 


Cleveland Grant, eminent authority 
on birds, treated the students and 
faculty of The Stout Institute to an 
unusual program dealing with bird 

‘life. Before starting his discus- 
sion on birds Mr. Grant suggested 
that. the normal school should offer 
a course on boards of education and 
give the students some idea as to 
what types of people constitute the 
typical school boards. The informa- 
tion gained from such a course would 
aid the prospective teacher -in react- 
ing favorably to boards of education 
when in the teaching field. 

Mr. Grant stated that before an 
individual could become interested} 
in birds he must develop a scientific 
attitude toward the study of birds. 
The life of a bird constitutes a series 
of instincts, namely: migration to the 
north, courtship, mating, nesting, 
care of eggs, care of young, and mi- 
gration to the south. He spoke of 
the wonder’ul opportunities for bird 
study in Wisconsin. Within the next 
year Mr. Grant will make a study 
in Wisconsin where conditions are 
more favorable than in Illinois. 

At the next assembly program Dr. 
John M. Dawley, head of the social 
science department of The Stout In- 
stitute, will speak on some phase of 
the economic situation. 
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High Ranking Given 
Stout by Late Survey 


The findings of a survey made rela- 
tive to the work in home economics 
in twenty-three Smith-Hughes reim- 
bursed schools of the Mississippi Val- 
ley region have recently been received. 
The survey has to do with the num- 
ber of graduates over a five-year per- 
iod, the placement of graduates, the 
continued study of graduates and var- 
ious other factors which have to do 
with the records of women graduating 
from the above number of schools. In- 
cluded in this list of schools are: Pur- 
due University, State University of 
Indiana, Iowa State College, Kansas 
State Agricultural College, Univer- 
ersity of Kansas, University of Ken- 
tucky, Michigan State College, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, University of 
Missouri, and others. In the total 
number of graduates in home econom- 
ics during this period of time, lowa 
State College at Ames, leads the list 
of schools. This is followed by Kan- 
sas State College, Purdue University, 
Michigan State College, Minnesota 
University and the Stout Institute is 
next. In regard to the total number 
of home economics graduates teach- 
ing the first year after completing 
their college work, Iowa State Col- 
lege ranks highest with 96 per cent 
placement, then the State Teachers 
college at Normal, Illinois, Min- 
nesota University, Michigan Stater 
Teachers College, and The Stout 
Institute is sixth in this list. 
Many other interesting factors too 
long for publication are included in 
the report. This does, however, give 
The Stout Institute a very fine rank- 
ing in comparison with these much 
larger institutions.

Questionnaire Shows 
Educational Needs 


A questionnaire study by the Field 
Research Committee of the Liberai 
Arts department of Stout was made 
recently and an evaluation made of 
the work offered in this department. 
Returns were received from 125 men 
(69%) and 82 women (68%) of a 
total of about 300 Stout graduates 
addressed by the committee. Three 
periods, -1925, 1926-1929, 1930-19382, 
form the basis of the survey. 

Sixteen men have had to teach 
mathematics and six physical edu- 
cation. Hight women from each of 
the last two year groups have taken 
a science minor, while eleven are 
teaching Biology, eleven General 
Science, six English, and eight 
Physical Education. 

According to the data obtained, 
general education appears to be con- 
sidered more adequate in recent 
years than special methods and stu- 
dent teaching, particularly among the

“The Federal Reserve System,” Dr. 
Dawley says, “was the result of many 
abuses that existed before its adop- 
tion, pointing out the lack of both a 
mobilized reserve and credit elastic- 
ity that existed under the old system.” 

The great strain on our credit sys- 
tem during the past year was partly 
due to the hoarding ot our gold sup- 
ply because people began to lose faith 
in banking institutions. 

System Needs Changes 

Changes are needed in our banking 
system to put it on a strong financial 
basis. Dy. Dawley ctied the need of 
doing away with dual control, making 
banks show a need before granting 
them chaiters and increasing the 
amount of capitalization under which 
they operate.

Tower is First Year 


Book To Use Process 


The first year book ever to be pub- 
lished in the United States in the 
lithographic process will be the 1933 
Tower. Annuals are usually done in 
zines and half tones. Lithography is 
a process of printing from a flat stone 
on which a drawing or design has 
been directly made. The process was 
invented in 1796 but has been used 
only for limited editions of fine prints. 
The use of the operation for year- 
book work is an experiment of great 
interest to printers and will possibly 
lead to the wider spread use of lith- 
ography in annual production. The 
new process results in smoother, soft- 
er tones, and the employment of soft 
and rough textured papers rather than 
the harsh gloss papers usually used. 
There has never before been a book 
like this year’s Tower—size, content, 
shape, color, process. 
different. 

The engravers, Buckbee-Mears, 
have granted The Stout Institute the 
privilege of being the first to experi-

Home Economics Club 


“Rel'eve it or not, it’s a reality”, 
said Mrs. Shafer of the bedraggled 
line of humanity which comes to the 
United Charitics in the south side 
of Chicago in her talk at the Home 
Economics club meeting Thursday 
night, March 16, in the Harvey 
Memorial. : 

Mrs. Shafer said, “Many people 
think charity means giving jelly and 
red flannels to the poor and that 
“generosity” means giving money to 
help the poor. What we try to do 
is help the dependent become inde- 
pendent again and help the family 
get started under its own steam,—— 
and then show it where to go.

Tells of First Visit 

The first home Mrs. Shafer de- 
scribed was that of a Polish laborer 
who had recently been injured per- 
manently. She characterized it as 
“clean but bare”. The Mexican family 
she told about lived in one room,—a 
mother and eight children. In the 
center of the room was a laundry 
stove which was shared by the four 
other families living in the same 
house. The negro family she de- 
scribed seemed even more difficult to 
aid and analyze. 

“Independence is the keynote of 
social service,” said Mrs. Shafer in 
summing up her talk and “this can 
be developed in part through schools.” 

Ruth Hossman in the next talk 
said, “In order to have a better un- 
derstanding of the home situation as 
a background for the teaching of 
home economics, three of us who were 
in the junior class last year did a 
survey study in Menomonie last sum- 
mer, This counted as our junior sum- 
mer project. Belinda Hendrickson 
and Mildred Fitzpatrick cooperated in 
this work. We girls visited homes 
in this community, representing three 
levels of social living.”

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Tesla Coil Experiment 
Viewed by Physicists 


The effects of a million volts of 
electricity on matter were shown to 
the combined physics classes in room 
32 of the I. E. building a week ago 
last Monday night. Approximately 
eighty students attended. Ray Bur- 
gett, James Brandt, and George 
Towne were the demonstrators who 
employed the Tesla coil to show the 
properties of electricity. 

In one of his experiments, Mr. 
Brandt lit a bunsen burner by shoot- 
ing a spark to the mouth of the bar- 
rel, using his knuckle as a spark 
terminal. Other demonstrations show- 
ed the effects of the bombardment 
of electrons on rarified gases and 
electron motors. 

The demonstration is now a part 
of the regular course, and is a supple- 
ment to the laboratory work.

Experiment In Methods 
Conducted by Curran 


The woodworking practice teachers 
under the supervision of Mr. Curran 
have been carrying on an experiment 
for the past quarter. The experiment 
is now half completed and will be con- 
tinued until the end of the current 
school year. 

The object of the experiment is to 
determine whether the demonstration 
or the lesson sheet plan of teaching 
is the better. 

At the beginning of the quarter 


each fifth and sixth grade class was! 


given a test project. This project 
was tested by each practice teacher 
with a tool designed by Mr. Curran. 
It was then tested by a third person 
and the results compared. 

When the final records are compil- 
ed the pupils will be grouped ac- 
cordingly, and another project will 
be given to determine whether or not 
the pupils have made any progress. 

This experiment, if carried to a 
successful completion will throw some 
light on which method of teaching ‘s 
hetter adopted for grade teaching.

Local State Banks 


Scrip made its appearance at the 
local state banks, (The Kraft State 


Bank and The Bank of Menomonie) | 


Tuesday morning. 

This medium of exchange is is- 
sued in denominations of one, five, ten 
and twenty dollars. For amounts less 
than one dollar silver 1s used. 

Across the top of the scrip is 
printed, STATE OF WISCONSIN-- 
BANK SCRIP; across the middle 
_appears the denomination, while at 
the bottom this appears: “This certi- 
ficate will be accepted at par from 
bearer for deposit or in settlement 
of indebtedness by any Wisconsin 
State Bank, mutual savings bank or 
trust cmpany issuing scrip, persu- 
ant to section 220.20 Wisconsin 
Statutes.” 

Scrip is printed on colored paper, 
with the Wisconsin Seal watermarked 
on tho paver. A different color is 
used for each denomination. The 
back of the ‘scrip is blank. 

Tuesday, in the Daily Shopper ap- 
peared a partial list of the places of 
business that will accept Wisconsin | 
State scrip. 

The state banking department 
prints and sends the scrip only to 
state hanks, anplying for it, who put 
up sound collateral-to back it.

Term; Will Open June 26 


DESIGNED TO MEET NEEDS 


Credit Granted For Courses Wiil 
Equal That Of Regular 
Term Classes 


The twenty-eighth annual summer 
session of The Stout Institute opens 
June 26, 19383 and closes August 4, 
1933. During the summer session 
which is a six weeks term, classes 
are held five days of the week, the 
weekends affording opportunity to 
make use of the recreational facilities 
of Lake Menomin, the Red Cedar 
River, and vicinity. 

Summer session classes are design- 
ea to meet the needs of various groups 
of people. Former istudents and 
graduates of a diploma course have 
execllent opportunity for taking ad- 
vanced work for credits toward their 
degree. Supervisors and teachers of 
industrial education of home eco- 
nomics can strengthen their work in 
techniques or in the field of educa- 
tion, All persons interested in speci- 
fic studies related to work in indus- 
trial or home making courses will 
find much of interest in the summer 
session schedule. The Stout Institute 
has been designated by the State 
Boerd of Vocational Education as the 
institution in Wisconsin to receive 
federal aid under the Smith-Hughes 
law for the preparation of teachers 
for vocational schools.

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Sophomores to Write 


~ Culture Examinations| 


An educational testing program is 
to be carried out soon at Stout by 
means of the college sophomore test. 
The test will be given to sophomores 
and juniors in an attempt to ascertain 
the relative position of Stout ste 
dents among those with whom they 
must compete academically, and later, 
professionally. 

The test last year was given to 
sixteen thousand sophomores in one 
hundred and thirty-eight colleges in 
the. United states. The results of 
using a single, comparable instrument 
unearthed curricular deficiencies which 
call for recognition. 

Test Starts April 17 

The test will be given during the 
week of April seventeenth according 
to a statement made by Dr. Grinnell 
this week. It consists of two parts, 
English and general culture. Stu- 
dents particularly desirous of being 
tested wil probably be given the op- 
portunity, though they are not class- 
ified as juniors or sophomores. 

Scores have been variously aecepted 
as one of the criteria for admitting 
students to independent work carry- 
ing credit, a major sequence, certain 
electives, scholarships, and honors. 

It is proposed to give instructors a 
list of students who stand in the 


highest 20 percent of the General ' 


Culture Test and to ask for recom- 
mendations as to the best means for 
developing these students.

Power of Radium is 


Revealed by Gable 


The time may come soon when, if 
the lizzie balks, a shot of radium will 
keep it going for days more. Radium 
may, before jong, be used to cure 
disease. It may be injected into the 
plood stream of human beings to pro- 
long life indefinitely. A very small 
particle of radium may stimulate 
growth of crops even if it doesn’t 
stimulate a market for them. It may 
accomplish thousands of other things 
when it has been brought under pro- 
per control. 

This, in substance, fs what Dr. 
Luther Gable, a recognized authority 
on radium, told the crowd at the 
Lyceum number at the Stout auditor- 
ium last Monday night. 

Dr. Gable said that he has a mixed 
feeling of hope and fear as to what 
science may accomplish with radium 
in years to come. “The world,” he 
adds, “is on a verge of revolutioniz.- 
ing the methods of transportation, 
communication, and lighting.” 

To illustrate the power of radium, 
he said that one milligram, a thou- 
sandths of a gram, is sufficient to 
cause death in two hours. Gases 
emanating for radium, not radium 
itself, may be used in hospitals for 
the curing of diseases. If its years 
of service were divided into its in- 
itial cost, radium would be the cheap- 
est product in the world because of 
its long period of activity. He con- 
cerladit to bea _cnve.for cancer if 
applied before the vital organs have 
been destroyed. He also added that 
half of the possibilities of radium are 
yet to be discovered.

Dr. Grinnell Speaks 
On Movie Industry 


Dealing with the faults and future 
possibilities of the motion picture ind- 
ustry, Dr. J. E. Grinnell addressed the 
students in assembly yesterday on the 
subject, “Scanning the Movies.” He 
drew many laughs from the audience 
by reading some of the exaggerated 
superlatives in advertisements of late 
pictures. 

In answering the question, “What 
has brought us to this pass in the 
movies?” he told how the industry 
had really progressed until 1925, when 
the more critical audiences began to 
fall away. In an attempt to produce 
greater box office receipts, the movies 
then began to make an appeal to the 
masses of the public. The talkies ar- 
rived, and to induce greater atten- 
dance, the industry continued their 
policy of disregarding dramatic con- 
tent in their productions, and bally- 


‘hooed the sensational attractions. 


Besides the fact that bad movies 
make money, he blamed the ‘“‘star sys- 
tem” for a great deal of the poor 
taste shown in motion picture prod- 
uction. The people will go to see a 
highly acclaimed favorite, regardless 
of the merit of the drama in which 
they are acting. Other weaknesses 
are business inexperience of the men 
who operate the block booking sys- 
tem, and the lack of dramatic art. 

Dr. Grinnell predicted, however, a 
revolution in the movie industry with- 
in a year, resulting in the production 
of finer and more artful motion pic- 
tures.

Summer Session Six 
Weeks Term Again 


(Continued from page one) 


Credit granted for courses taken 
during the six weeks session will be 
in the same amounts as credit granted 
to the same courses during the regu- 
lar session. This is made possible 
through the assignment of increased 
time per day, per subject and an in- 
creased number of meetings per week. 
In a few instances, courses are of- 
fered in half credit amounts, it being 
possible to take one-half of the course 
in one summer, followed by the other 
half the following summer. 

Up until last year the summer ses- 
sions have been on the nine week 
basis. This basis has been used to 
give teachers in service the maxi- 
mum opportunity to complete require- 
ments toward the degree. During the 
last summer sessions there has been 
a very marked trend toward use of 
the summer sessions as an extension 
opportunity for teachers in service. 
A very large portion of the summer 
session enrollment has been made up 
of teachers who come from actual 
teaching positions. 

Six Weeks Adequate Now 


The return of the six week session 
was made in the summer session of 
1982, due to the fact that in all prob- 
ability the six weeks session will be 
adequate to take care of current needs 
of teachers in service from now on. 
Teachers whose work remaining for 
the degree is in amount too large to 
be conveniently completed through 
summer sessions are advised to make 
use of semester leaves of absence to 
permit attendance for one or more 
semesters during the regular ses- 
sion. In meeting residence and credit 
requirements, three six weeks ses- 
sions will be the equivalent of two 
nine weeks sessions. In preparing 
the summer program on the six weeks 
basis certain courses will be offered 
every other year by using alterna- 
tion of courses. The records of sum- 
mer sessions indicate that the very 


large majority of summer session 
students attend several sessions. 
Through the use of alternating 


courses Summer session students will 
have opportunity to select from a 
range of work even broader than the 
range in the past nine weeks session. 

Letters, affirming reservations for 
the summer school camp colony have 
been sent out, and already, several 
replies have come in. Anyone inter- 
ested in the colony can secure inform- 
ation concerning it by asking for a 
copy of the summer session bulletin 
which will be off the press in about 
a week. 

Requests Coming Steadily 

Resnests are coming in at the rate 
of six to ten daily for the program 
schedule which accompanies this 
article and is also in the summer ses- 
sion bulletin. Notice should be taken 
of the box on program plaque; some 
courses meet more than once daily.

Conduct Experiments 
In Diet Therapy Class 


The class jin diet therapy, or diet 
in disease, is conducting an experiment 
on nats as one of their problems car- 
ried along with their other work. Five 
different experiments are being con- 
ducted, each experimental cage of rats 
having a control cage of rats on a 
normal diet. In each experimental 
diet there is one unknown or one de- 
ficiency. 

The first experiment is in regard 


to the relative efficiency of haliver 
oil and plain, bulk, cod-liver oil, as it 
affects growth, value of yellow and 
green coloring matter; carrot and cab- 
bage are used in these diets. 

Another diet is deficient in vitamin 
B; the lack of the vitamin, is usually 
associated with nervous disturbances, 
and especially of the sciatic nerve, 
but it is also valuable in growth and 
normal nutrition. The fourth diet 
omits vitamin A, which is necessary 
for general good health and preven- 
tion of infections. A rachitic diet 
is the fifth experiment. The rats fed 
three diets will be autopsied to deter- 
mine the changes in organs affected 
by the lack of the vitamins. 

The results of the experiments are 
not yet conclusive, but will be drawn 
at the end of the semester.

Mrs. Helen Thayer Skyberg, who 
graduated from the School of Home 
Economics at The Stout Institute 
in 1926 and now is with the Bureau 
of Child Welfare, State Board of 
Health at Madison, was a visitor at 
The Stout Institute on Monday. Mrs. 
Skyberg’s work takes her into most 
of the teacher training centers of the 
state, in which she promotes the pro- 
gram on infant hygiene and welfare, 
particularly with those groups of 
teachers who are going into the rural, 
consolidated, and county schools. This 
work began in Wisconsin under state 
supervision in 1924 and last year 
more than 9,000 girls in small high 
schools throughout the state were en- 
rolled in the state courses of instruc- 
tion in this field. The whole idea 
lying back of the work of this de- 
partment is the promotion of bet- 
ter health. Wisconsin has done a 
great deal along this line, and at the 
present time ranks eighth in the in- 
fant death rate list.

It takes a certain kind of brain to get through college with 
high marks. It takes more brains to get through college using all 
of one’s head. It’s a wise collegiate bird that knows that the pri- 
mary purpose of a college education is study. 
knows what to study. He is the wisest of all who knows when study 
stops and play begins. 


It’s a aviser one who 


It takes a master mind for a student to divide his or her educa- 
tion into study for marks, recreation, and the opposite sex. And in 
addition, study for real knowledge and definite training for a job. 


A student once asked me, “How can I pass Prof. T’s course? 
His influence on the faculty is great, you know, and I must get a 
high mark in his subject.” 

Knowing Prof. T and his method, my reply was, ‘Listen to all 
he says. Agree with him in discounting all opinions of other ex- 
perts in his subject. And in the final examination write exactly 
what is in the textbook he has published. Don’t disagree with him 
one bit.” 


The student received the highest mark in the class and had no 
difficulty in obtaining the professor’s hearty indorsement of the 
student’s candidacy for a Ph. D. degree. 

But what an educational farce! “The student deserved a good 
fat zee. And yet he did exactly what he should have done to get 
a high mark. This is the custom. But what a terrible thing: 
training young people ‘to become parrots and intellectual robots. 


A student whose thinking is different than that of his teacher, 
and who has the courage of his own convictions, and backbone 
enough to express them, is a species that is practically extinct. And 
more’s the pity. 

Believe it or not, these are the reasons why college education 
does not and never will produce a Fabre, Dewey, Chekloy, Aquinas, 
Galileo, Huxley or Lindbergh. 

Colleges have grinds, loafers, intellectual saps, and social bums. 
They have comparatively few students who know how to get the 
most out of college. It’s a pity. 

I’ve had men and women tell me that they never did a real 
stroke of work while in college—not one hour of serious purpose. 
They started out “to get by” and they got hy. None of these men 
are doctors, scientists, research workers, biologists or curators. The 
“get byers” in college become bond salesmen, lawyers, politicians, 
writers, artists, publicity men, advertisers and insurance agents. 
Successful, too.

They lead in science, finance, engine- 
ering, architecture, statistical work, investigation, law, medicine, and 
dentistry.

some time the, measure of a man’s 
culture has been determined by his 
knowledge of and ability to use his 
tongue.

The other half of the examination is 
to be on general culture. There will 
be no attempt to determine the ex- 
tent of a student’s knowledge in a 
particular field. Emphasis will be on 
the range of ecneral information one 
secures in or out of school.

Most faculty members wili help in 
eivine the examination. There will 
be no access to the test until the time 
it is given, for copies will be sent at 
the same time to all the colleges 
participating in the program. 


The culture test will be given at 
Stout to determine the degree of cul- 
ture within the school, with the view 
to evaluating curriculum, and, too, 
for individual evaluation and con- 
sequent suggestions. Other industrial 
arts and home economics schools ere 
joining in the program, as well as 
teachers colleges, liberal arts colleges 
and universities. 


The diagnostic nature of this test- 
ing program is very high. Last year 
in a similar nation-wide rating, the 
two highest-ranking students had 
previously been selected. for fellow- 
ships abroad. 


The culture test froms arrived this 
week and the examinations will be 
given shortly after vacation. Three 
separate tests will be given: general 
culture, divided into history and 
social studies, foreign literature and 
fine arts; english, divided into usage, 
spelling, and vocabulary; and the 
third, a literary acquaintance test.

HELP PREVENT TUBERCULOSIS 


When one case of tubercluosis is discovred in a home, the -first 
question should be: “From whom did he get it?” For tuberculosis 
comes only from tuberculosis. The next question should be: “To 
whom has he given it?” for persons living with one who has the 
disease are in danger of getting it. 

These are some of the facts that are being emphasized by the 
affiliated tuberculosis organizations of the country, led in Wisconsin 


by the Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis Association, during their Early |

Diagnosis Campaign. 

“The setret of preventing tuberculosis lies in the examination of 
all ‘contacts’,” physicians of the W. A. T:; A. say. 
any person who lives, works or plays with a person who has tuber- 
cullosis of the lungs. He may not have any signs of illness, but for 
safety’s sake he should be examined. 

“Each child of a tuberculous family should be examined with 
the tubeculin test. It tells whether or not 
tuberculosis germs have entered the body. But it tells only that 
and no more. If it is positive the next step is to have the child

x-rayed and given a physical examination. 
doctor can tell if any lung damage has already been done. 

Often there are older persons in the household—relatives, board- 
ers, servants—who have chronic tuberculosis and don’t even know 
it. They may believe they are suffering from bronchitis or asthma 
or heart disease. Such people may be very dangerous to others tor 
they usually take no care to protect others.

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New Equipment Added 
To Physics Laboratory 


New equipment and apparatus will 
be added to the Physics laboratory in 
the next few weeks as a result of 
an increased demand for Physics I, 
otherwise spoken of as a course in 
general Physics. 

This change necessitates shifting of 
cases and making room for one more | 
laboratory table. It will then be pos- 
sible to accommodate four more stu- 
dents in: each class. 

Besides the new laboratory table, 
four meters, six force tables, and two 
wheat-stone bridges have been order- 
ed. This additional equipment, plus 
that which is new on hand, fully 
equips this room to accommodate 28 
students. 

There has been a gradual increase 
in the number of students taking gen- 
eral physics. At present there are 
three sections, with 57 enrolled. “This 
number is larger than ever before,’ 
stated Mr. Tustison. 

An extensive and efficient system 
is needed and used to keep the ap- 
paratus in shape. Both Mr. Rich and 
Mr. Tustison state that the equip- 
ment is above average and extremely 
adequate, the valuation amounting to 
thousands of dollars.

ELECTRICAL 
TO MEET MODERN 


The electrical shop, room 33 of 
the Industrial Arts building, is un- 
dergoing several physical changes. 
Up until the present time the room 
has been used only as an electrical 
laboratory, but due to the need for 
increased facilities this room is being 
remodeled so that it can be used as 
a class room and shop. 

The adding. of chairs, benches, 
electrical apparatus, and blackboarads 
all around the wall along with the 
rearrangement of shop equipment 
will change the room into a general 
electrical shop. 

The room facilities are being de- 
veloped to make the room available 
for more different types of uses. Elec- 
trical work is distributed now in 
units in a number of different shops; 
some in Home Mechanics, Auto 
Mechanics, and Physics. 

The reorganization of the facilities 
in the electrical shop is a part of 
the general curriculum plan of keep- 
ing the industrial teacher training op- 
portunities in line with the require- 
ments in the development of the 
modern school. 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion in New York includes courses 
in general electricity in schools in 
that. state. 

Present plans look forward to the 
development of electrical shops of 
certain type of a general eletrical 
shop devoted to electrical work. 
Several types of general shops are al- 
ready included in the Stout group of 
shops.

Later it was used in celebrations on 
July 4ths and was once used by J. D. 
Tainter as a fouling piece. He charg- 
ed it with shot and pointed it across 
the bay on Tainter Lake. Highty- 
two geese were picked off the lake 
after the charge had been fired. 

Capt. and Mrs. Andrew Tainter 
built the Memorial for their daughter 
back in 1890,

Scott Presents Story 
Of Whaling Industry 


Chester Howland Scott, whose 
father was a whalesman for many 
years, entering the venture at six- 
teen, presented a lecture, supplement- 
ed with moving pictures and slides, 
of the whaling industry as conducted 
by the pioneer Americans. Mr. 
Scott says that the many inventions 
have made whaling little of the rug- 
ged venture and sport that it was in 
the olden days of American youth. 
As he says, “There is about as much 
sport in hunting whales today as 
there is in hunting a steer in a 
Chicago stockyard.” ee: 

The pictures showed the huge pro- 
portions of a whale and the grave 
dangers confronting the whalers, with 
danger of losing their lives. Sturdy 
men were needed to engage in the 
venture, and they had to have 
more of that football spirit of today 
than did any other class of men: 

The speaker emphasized the fact 
that the whale has the ability to 
live under 200,000 pounds pressure 
under sea or at sea level with the 
same pressure of our own bodies. 
He said that knowledge of the struc- 
ture of the whale might be of value 
in the construction of submarines to 
withstand great pressure, or the 
equivalent of four great battleships, 
as the whale is able to do.

The sophomore-junior tests, to 
be given at Stout under the direction 
of Dr. J. E. Grinnell, are a part of 
a national program to standardize 
tests to be given as student aids.

According to the report of the 
advisory committee on college test- 
ing, the main purpose of the tests 
is to throw light on the capacities, 
ineeds, and problems of individuals. 
The importance of various factors 
influencing student performance such 
as age, home environment, social 
conditions, previous school training, 
scholastic and vocational aims, extra- 
curricular interests, and faculty 
counsel will be determined. 

The report will be based on re- 
sults of tests in 140 schools. So 
far, tests have shown that students 
rank high along definite lines, 
journalists in English and engineers 
in general science. The report helps 
to varify the opinion that students 
should be ranked as to ability rather 
than previous credits. The tests may 
play an important part in the devel- 
opment of classification by achieve- 
ment.

‘DISCRIMINATION OF NEWS STORIES 


Each issue of the Stoutonia brings forth criticism from the 
students and faculty. Students demand what they call real news 
(snappy stuff to you) and the faculty are inclined to expect a great 
deal of space to be devoted to a project in which they are interested. 
Then we are criticized for cutting unwisely or omitting articles. 

Treating the faculty view-point first, we wish to remind the 
students of the importance of news coming from the instructors. 
Most of their undertakings concern a number of students—Mary 
Smith’s falling in front of the H. E. building does not. Publishing 
activities in the Stoutonia informs alumni and others of projects 
being carried on here. Many students scorn to read such articles, 
yet they know nothing about the matter which has been ‘printed 
when they are brought in contact with it. 

Often instructors are a bit self-centered, and attach too much 


importance to their work. They enlarge upon information in con- 
nection with it and are offended if the complete copy is not printed. 
It is impossible for us to print everything that is written. 

This is a student paper and their demands must be considered. 
When an article is too long it is not read by the students and loses 
its effectiveness. We welcome faculty contributions and will send 
writers to cover any news. By giving the material to be written 
directly to a-staff member there-isdess possibility of important facts 
being lost in the process of cutting or rewriting. 

Club members feel that the activity of their club tis not publiciz- 
ed sufficiently. A regular club meeting is seldom news unless mat- 
ters are considered affecting those outside the club. We try to be 
impartial in publishing news and if an article is ommitted, it is for 
some other reason than discrimination against the organzation. 

Perhaps the hardest person to satisfy is the college boy who 
decides, as he swaggers down the hall in a new suit, that he is being 
badly overlooked. When he is heard discrediting the paper it is 
usually because we have not fostered his ambition. 

It is impossible to avoid all errors. We regret them and are 
striving to avoid them, When contributing important-material which 
must be absolutely correct, it is well to check the article before it is 
printed. 

We are instructing our staff to cooperate with everyone who is 
interested in having something printed. We welcome both student 
and faculty contribution. A broader view of the matter will make 
both types on news worth more and will stop much of the criticism 
of our choice of material.

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Education Forum Hears 
Report on Avocations| 


Dewey Barich, senior member of 
the Industrial Education Forum, gave 
a report at the regular Forum meet- 
ing on Wednesday night on an an- 
alysis of avocations which he and Roy 
Howard have prepared in chart form, 
They have made a comprehensive 
analysis of the field of avocational 
pursuits which people engage in and 
which might be embodied in a pro- 
gram of extra-class activities in the 
educational set-up. 

The analysis contained a group of 
all the avocations or hobbies which 
are engaged in, and Arts and Craits, 
with which the two men were most 
familiar, was divided into the phases! 
of work which would be included 
under that particular avocation. Each 
of the hobbies might be subdivided 
into many activities. The chart was 
prepared for the purpose of showing 
how this analysis of each activity 
could be made by the instructor in 
working out an extra-curicular pro- 
gram. 

The frequency of requests for 
graduates with ability to direct ex- 
tra-class activities or avocations and 
the increasing tendency toward more 
leisure were stressed by Mr. Barich 
as factors which required an analysis 
of the various phases of the avoca 
tional pursuits. As Mr. Bowman 
stated, ability in ‘directing extra- 
curricular work has often been the 
deciding factor in the placement of 
graduates. 

The Junior Mechanics Movement 
in America is based on the idea of 
avocations. The movement has spread 
rapidly and now includes a broad 
range of work covering a large ter- 
ritory. The training is carried on 
in a manner similar to boy-scout 
work, but the boy is given a degree 
when a specified phase of work is 
completed.

Selected Siaiddents 
Get Highest Rating 


In the culture tests conducted re- 
cently at The Stout Institute the 
Juniors received a somewhat higher 
percentage than ‘the Sophomores, 
while the selected students outstrip- 
perl the regular students in all phases 
of the test and the Juniors were high- 
er than the Sophomores in all tests 
except English usage. 

The average of the school in 
English usage and spelling compares 
well with that of other schools which 
took the test last year. In the vo- 
cabulary test, the school average was 
lower than that of .other colleges. 
In Foreign Literatura and Fine Arts 
the average was also lower.

It may be noted by the results of 
the test that History and  Sociai 
Science seem to be the strong points 
of the test for the school. The aver- 
age is considerably higher than that 
of other colleges. Men surpassed the 
women in this phase of the test. 

“The scores range from extremely 
low to practically as high as in any 
of the other colleges,” says Mr. Rich. 
“The students at Stout Institute are 
not distributed normally. The re- 
sults of the test correlate with the 
type of program offerad at Stout.”

In last week’s Stoutonia the opin- 
ions of the members of various classes 
were given as to their reactions to a 
campus at Stout. Since that time 
others have given out statements in 
favor of the plan indicating an al- 
most unanimous student voice for a 
campus here. This week we have 
secured several interviews with local 
business men and while we do not 
expect their statements to be the 
concensus of opinoin from the entire 
city we may feel certain that many 
persons in Menomonie are with the 
student body in forwarding a plan 
for a campus. 

“Stout should have a campus and 
Menomonie should cooperate in order 
that some definite plan for future 
development could be carried on.” 
Mr. J. C. Wilcox, father of Menomonie 
parks asserted when asked his view 
on possibilities for a Stout campus. 


“If Stout intends to ever develop 
and have a campus or an athletic 
field, now is the time to start plan- 
ning in order that past errors will 
not be repeated. By closing part 
of two streets and by moving of a 
few houses from the block immedi- 
ately south of the trades building 
a section of nearly two blocks could 
be obtained for the use of the school. 
The houses could be moved to a block 
which the city owns, on the site of 
the old Coddington school. The cost 
of moving these houses should be the 
only cost to the school.” 


“Stout is a decided asset for 
Menomonie and any program that 
would add to the appearance of 
Stout, will add to the appearance of 
the city.

The program planned for building 
the Stout athletic field is being delay- 
ed by the difficulty of securing the de- 
sired land. At present nothing is be- 


ing accomplished in spite of the ef- 
forts of those interested. The follow- 
ing statement from President Nelson 
explains the situation. 

“Because of the inability of the 
president to close with two holders 
of one fourth of the land necessary 
for a complete athletic field the whole 
program is being held up and no other 
announcement can be made. One block 
of ground is the stumbling block. One 
half is not for sale at any price and 
the other half is held at a price by 
comparison out of all reason— a price 
which added to the price of the other 
three blocks in the tract raised the 
total above the appropriation made 
by the Board of Trustees for the pur- 
pose. 

“The whole program waits, but 
there is no thought of delaying longer 
than is absolutely necessary. The 
blue prints and specifications have 
been completed by architect Ramsdell 
of Minneapolis, who is well known in 
Menomonie, and bids can be immiedia- 
tely asked for when the present tenta- 
tive location is cleared or a new one 
authorized by the board.”
